THE SCHEDULE 

COCHIN PORT EMPLOYEES (ALLOTMENT OF RESI¬ 
DENCE,) AMENDMENT REGULATIONS, 1986 

In exercise of the powers conferred by section 28 of the 
Major Port Trusts Act, 1963 (38 of 1963), the Cochin 
Port Trust hereby makes the following Regulations to amend 
Cochin, Purt Employees (Allotment of Residence) Regulations, 
1965 subject tu approval of the Central Government and the 
same are published herein aS required under Section 124 of 
the said Act. 

1. fi) These Regulations may be called the Cochin Port 

Employees (Allotment of Residence) Amendment 
Regulations, 1986; 

2. In the Cochin Port Employees (Allotment of ResE 
dence) Regulations, 1965 the words “within the limits of 
Cochin Corporation” occurring in sub-Rcgulation (a)> (b) 
and tc) of Regulations 4 shaJl be substituted by the words 
“within the limits of Cochin Corporation including the 
suburban area coming within 20 kilometres, by the short 
test route by road and|o r water from the normal place of 
duty of the employee in the Po^t , ^ 

3*, In Regulation 6 the following shall be incorporated as 
“N.B.” just above the 'Note occurring under the Table 
Officers other than Chairman, Deputy Chairman, Heads of 
Departments and those in the scale of Rs, 1760-3170 are 
not normally entitled to get accommodation in Type Vf and 
VII quarters as a matter of right irrespective of the fact 
that they might have drawn basic pay exceeding the maxi- 
mum, of the pay slab prescribed for type V quarters. 

4. Regulations 15(2) shall be substituted by the following :— 
“Charges shall be offered on the basis of inter-sc seniority 
of priority date for allotment of quarters among the em¬ 
ployees who have applied for change of quarters, All appli¬ 
cations for change leceived on or before 20th day of a 
calendar month will be considered for change in the suc¬ 
ceeding rrjunth.'* 

5. In Regulation 16 “Mutual exchange of residence” the 
words u at Feast six months from the date of approval of 
such exchange” occurring in the last sentence shall be sub¬ 
stituted by the following;— 

“at least two years from the date of approval of such 
exchange.” 

6. The existing Regulations 18 “Subletting and sharing of 
residence” shalf be substituted by the following:^ 

“No occupant shall sublet or underlet any portion of 
hto quarters or take in lodgers or allow any out¬ 
sider other than a casual visitor to live in his quar¬ 
ters.” 
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
